tion to date that this estimated deficit 
will be wiped out through Premier

fertility of the Province of Manitoba or wonders if the 
summer suns there shine down on wide fields of glorious 
bloom, let him read the following which is gathered from 
the columns of the “Souris Plaindealer.”’ 


__eIt was on July 318t last that the hive of bees beside 
‘which Mr. Wright stands in the above picture gathered 
and stored the twenty-five. pounds and established a 
record for this continent and perhaps for the whole 
world, There was ‘no doubt about its being true, because 
the Provincial Department of Agriculture made the test. 
From July 18 to se 3, the hive stood on a scale and 
every evening whien the bees’ work was done and they had 


gathered around their fireside to talk it over, the weight | P 


of the hive was taken. The first gain was on July 14 
when 1!; pounds was brought in and from that quantity 
the daily take varied up to 14 and 16 pounds.. But on

BY ERWIN GREER 
(President Greer College of Automo- 
tive Engineering, Chicago) 

To start an automobile éngine in 
zero weather is quite a problem the 
difficulty of which depends upon the 
construction and size of the engine 
the quality of fuel used, the strength 
of the spark and of course, the height 
of the mercury in the thermometer at 
that particular time. 

As a first ajd jn starting, priming 
is probably the best way out of the. 
predicament. There are many ways of 
priming an engine. The chief idea of 
priming is to get a rich, explosive mix 
ture that will fire the instant it touches 
the spark gaps. After the engine has 
been coaxed into starting it will~—oi 


jso inclined—get up enough speed te| 


ruin upon its customary allowance of 
gasoline. To make doubly sure, it is 


regularly. Run the é¢ngjine sbowly for 
three or four minutes before setting 
it to work, and you can economize not 
only in repair bill but also in oil and 
gasoline. , 

When you start your car these cold 
mornings, have you noticed that the 
self-starter whirrs a longer time than 
it did. in sumimer before the engine 
starts? The self-starter is designed tc 
start the engine, and will, if the bat- 
tery is in mind that the current con- 
sumption is'not by .an means propor- 
tonal to the time that the self-starter 
consumes to start the engine.
